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* HE Declaration in my Text is 
W plain and peremptory, highly 
| agreeable to our natural No- 
= tions of the Supreme Being, 
and repreſents Him in the 
True and Amiable Light of 
being equally concerned for 
the Intereſts and r of all his Crea- 
tures. 

And yet there are ſome of the Divine Deal- 
ings with Mankind, which ſeem to contradict 
this general Declaration, and have given Occa- 
ſion for Expoſtulation and Complaint: His 
Choice of the Jewiſh Nation to be his peculiar

wy. before He ſent His Son into the World 
and the partial Communication of that Goſpel, 
which He was ſent to preach, are Proceedings, 
which, taken in Conjunction with this Declara- 
tion, may be thought to deſerve a particular Ex- 
amination, and will find us an Employment, 
not unſuitable to the Preſent Solemnity. 

That God choſe the Jews, ſeparated them 
from all other Nations, favoured them with Re- 
velations, and other peculiar Bleſſings, is a Point 
too notorious to be diſputed : The Scripture is 


full of this Divine Proceeding: We are there 


Informed, that God has choſen Jacob, that He 


loved him, that He gave his Statutes and Ordi- 


nances unto Hrael, that He hath not dealt fo with 


any Nation, neither have the Heathen Knowledge 
of his Laws. 


Is He then the God of the Nur only ? How 


2s this Account to be reconciled with my Text, 


er with the equal Love of the Father of all 
Mankind ? Was there any Supertority of Virtue 


in the Jews, which might ſeem to require this 
indulgent Treatment? Their Law-giver has de- 


clared the Contrary, and has particularly guarded 


them againſt any ſuch undue Opinion of them= 


ſelves : The Lord thy God giveth thee not this 
good Land to poſſeſs it for thy Rig btecinſneſs, for 


#hou art 4 fliff-necked People : Neither was it 
becauſe they were a Great or . Mighty Nation; 


for 
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for the ſame Writer obſerves, that they were 
the feweſt of all People. There are no Circum- 
ſtances, as far as we can trace this Matter, which 
could intitle them to the peculiar Favour with 
which they were treated. 

In order to clear up this ſeeming Difficulty, 
it may be proper to obſerve, that there is no 
Judging with any Proptiety, and much lefs 
with any Certainty, of the whole Scheme of 
Providence by any of its temporary Diſpenſa- 
tions: The Equality of God's Dealings with His 
Creatures is certainly relative to their whole Ex- 
iſtence, and cannot therefore be meaſured by 
any temporary Expedients, which His Wiſdom 
mall make Choice of in conducting His great 
Deſign. Many Things that ſeem diſorderly and 
confuſed as to Parts, are not ſo with regard to 
the Whole : But it is above our natural Capa- 
cities to contemplate the whole Frame of Provi- 
dence : And is not this the true Reaſon, why | 
we are offended at the Parts of it ? 

The Jews were God's choſen and peculiar 
People, not from any Partiality to them, but in 
order the better to anſwer the Purpoſes of His 
Providence, which were at the ſame Time full 
of Grace and Mercy to all Mankind. As they 
were His choſen People, and ſurrounded on every 
Side by Idolatry, they could not be too well 
fenced. in by Peculiarities, in order the more 

effectually 
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effectually to preſerve them from the general 
Infection; and this View of the Ceremonial Law, 
taken in Conjunction with the Typical Nature 
of it, ſufficiently explains its Uſe, and vindicates 
its Fitneſs and Wiſdom. The Ceremonial Law 
was, you fee, plainly inſtituted to anſwer tem- 
porary Ends; and, as the Whole was to be done 
away, the Partition-Wall to be broken down, and, 
in the Fulneſs of Time, to make Way for that 
better Diſpenſation, to which it had all along 
alluded, this whole Proceeding is, I apprehend, 
perfectly reconcileable with the general Truth 
laid down in my Text. 

This Manner of confidering and treatin g the 
Subject before us, will account likewiſe for the 
Compliances, which were made to the Prejudices 
and Superſtition of that People. There are no 
fuch Compliances made in the Goſpel, which 
is to be an everlaſting Rule, and conſequently to 
give Way to no other. But though no ſuch 
Compliances are made here to the Hardneſs or 
Perverſeneſs of our Hearts, which would have 
been unſuitable to the Nature of this perfect 
Diſpenſation, we ſhould reflect with the utmoſt 
_ Gratitude, that it has not only increaſed, but 
even aſcertained our Hopes of Pardon upon 
true Repentance. 

What ſhall we ſay to another Work of Pro- 
vidence, which ſeems to lie open to ſome of the 
* ſame | 
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{ame Objections? 7 Was it not an Laflance of greit | 
Partiality to bring the World under the Roman 
Government? If we conſider the Romans in 2 
Religious View, we can fee nothing that could 
intitle them to this Preheminence : were | 

as great Sinners and Idolaters as the reſt of Man- 
kind : What could there be in the Character of 
theſe Robbers and Plunderers of the World, 
that ſhould procure them Univerſal Empire ? 
They were, it is true, remarkable for their Va- 
our, and Policy, and Love of Liberty; but they 
were as remarkable for their Treachery, In- 
juſtice, and Cruelty. And how came it to paſs, 
that theſe Vices did not defeat that Scheme, 
which their publick Virtues had encouraged them 
to attempt? . We can never fatisfy ourſelves 
upon this Point, conſidering them as 
Inſtruments in the Hands of God: And there- 
fore the proper Light in which we ſhould view 
it is this, That the undeſerved Height to which 
they were raiſed, was the Work of Providence 
for accompliſhing its own wiſe Ends, and was 
no Effect of Favour or Partiality towards that 
People. Theſe Ends appeared, as the Scheme 
opened: itſelf more and more to View ; and we 


: n reer 
and Patience of Fatigue and Labour were probably the Efe&s of 
the Fear of Vengeance from other Nations, to m 
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at laſt p perceive; that a very important Event was was 
to be anſwered. by it; for by the World's being 
thus ſubject to their Laws, and acquainted with 
their Language, the Goſpel had an eafier and 
freer Courſe than it could have found; if the 
World had been parcel 4 out into little King- 
: The ow, we foe, were naticnaily rejected 
upon their rejecting the Meſſiah ; and the Gen- 
tiles were taken in, in- their. Place, under the 
Goſpel Diſpenſation; whereas if they had been 
choſen out of Partiality, the ſame Partiality 
| would have prevented their being caſt away *, 
Nay, even under the Jewiſb they ſuffered or 
Fropered, as they diſobeyed or obeyed the Law 
of Moſes. At laſt we know, that they were 
Patterns of more extraordinary Judgments than 
ever yet befel any Nation or People; and that fig 
all the Plagues threatened to ſuch as bore Ill- of 
will to Sion, fell at laſt on her Friends and In- be 
Habitants. They were therefore diſtinguiſhed * 
from others, to — — Pc 
well as Mercy. . _ 

In ſhort, this Favour to the wi Nation

5 diſtinguiſhed, 
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Htinguiſhed, when he appeared among us : 
Some of the Signs by which we were to know 
him, were the Completion of Prophecies which 
went before concerning Him; and it is remark- 
able, that in theſe Prophecies, His Nation, His 
Country, and even His Family, are pointed out : 
Some Nation therefore, and Country, and even 
Family, muſt be choſen in order to the Ac- 
compliſhment of theſe Prophecies. The Jes 
were therefore ſeparated and diſcriminated from 
the reſt of Mankind, becauſe the Scheme of 
Providence required, that one People ſhould be 
{ct apart, in order to its being carried regularly 
into Execution; but the univerſal Good was 
conſulted in this Proceeding, and the Benefit 
ariſing from it was deſigned to redound to all 
Mankind: And what one Reaſon can be af- 
fiened, why the Houſe of David, the Country 
of Judæa, and the Town of Bethlehem ſhould not 
be pitched upon as well as any other? There is 
no Room for any pertinent Objections upon theſe 
Points. 

If any One ſhould aſk, (which is not im- 
probable, conſidering the preſent Manner of 
treating the Divine Diſpenſations) Why this was 
the Method of Providence in reſtoring Man, 
and why ſuch a Plan was pitched upon, as made 
it neceſſary to chuſe a peculiar People? It feems 
to be a ſufficient Reply, that this Plan was cer- 

B tainly 
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tainly wiſe and fit, whether we can diſcover that 


Wiſdom and Fitneſs or not, and that no Con- 
cluſion can be more agreeable to our unpreju- 
diced Reaſon, than that God has a clear and 
undoubted Reight to convey his Bleſſings to 
Mankind in his own Way. If this Account 
ſtill appears to any one rather to cut ſhort than 
ſatisfy 4 Enquiry ; I would ftill adviſe him 
not to be too haſty in his Cenſures ; for what 
he thinks Irregularities and Defects, may be 
really ſo many Inſtances of Harmony and De- 
ſign; and a Time will come, when the Wiſdom 
of God will be as clearly ſeen in the Government 
of the Moral, as it is in the Fabrick of the Na- 
tral World! 

It is natural for the it and Short- ſighted 
to wonder at the O perations of the Wiſe and 


Skilful; but nothing can be more unnatural or 
prepoſterous, than to cavil at, much more con- 


demn them, becauſe we cannot, at preſent, per- 


fectly reconcile them to our ſhort, and narrow, 
and very imperfect View of Things. 


We know that God tried Abraham, and found 
him .faithful, before the Promiſe was made to 
his Seed ; and we learn from Scripture, that the 
Strength of the Patriarch's Faith was very inſtru- 


mental in entailing this Bleſſing upon his Fa- 
mily. It greatly recommended him to the Favour 


of God: And if He ſaw fit to reward it in this

Manner; if He was pleaſed to make him the 5 
Inſtrument of conveying this Bleſſing to Man- "= 
kind: Who has any Right to object, or what 
juſt Ground is there of Complaint ? 

To Abraham and bis Seed were the Promiſes 
made ; but the Bleffings, which were to flow 
from thoſe Promiſes, were unconfined and uni- = 
verſal. In this Reſpect, Zhere is neither Few not 0 
Greek, there is neither Bond, nor Free, there is : 
neither Male nor Female; there is no Diſtinction, 
for ye are all one in Chrift Yeſus * 

It was neceſſary to offer ſomething in Anfwer 

to this Objection, which ſeemed to ſtand fo di- 
rectly in the Way of my Text ; but the other 
Objection is what I deſigned to make the prin- 
cipal . Subject of this Diſcourſe, namely, The 
Partial Communication of the Goſpel to Man- 
kind. - 

And here I would repeat this general Obſer- 
ration, which has been frequently made upon 
the Point before us, that neither Natural nor 
Revealed Light can be fo equally difpenſed, as 
the Objection ſeems to require, unleſs the preſent. 
Conſtitution of Things ſhould be quite altered, 
unleſs the Abilities, Capacities, Improvements 
| and Situation of all Mankind were attended with 
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equal Advantages. One Man's Syſtem of Na- 
tural Religion will be more compleat than ano- 
ther's, as he forms it upon better Lights and 
fuller Inſtruction; as he is better able to judge 
for himſelf, or as he falls into the Hands of 
thoſe, who are better able to judge for him: And 
the Caſe will be found to be much the ſame 
with reſpect to Revelation *. 

An Objection therefore, which thus affects the 
whole Plan of Providence with regard to the 
Moral World, muſt undoubtedly proceed from 
our Ignorance; and I would ſubmit it to the 
Judgment of every wiſe and ſerious Man, whe- 


ther this Conſideration alone is not a ſufficient 


Anſwer to the Objection, that, upon our ad- 
mitting it, this Conſequence will follow, that 
the whole Scheme of Providence is wrong and 
defective ; and that there is one univerſal Errour 
in the preſent Conſtitution of Things. 

But it is not neceſſary to reſt the Point here, 
becauſe our own unprejudiced Enquiries will

Having made this general Obſervation, I ſhall 
enter more minutely into the Objection: For 
this Purpoſe I would aſk, What certain Rule we 


have of judging, who they were that were beſt 


diſpoſed to receive the Goſpel ? Becauſe, upon 
2 8 that ſome were better diſpoſed 


than others, this Diſpoſition might probably 
procure a Preference. In one Place the ** 
of Nature might have been more ſteadily and 
_ conſiſtently followed than in another; and they 
who mage the right and proper Uſe of that, 
ſeem to have had a juſter Claim to the brighter 
Light of the Goſpel. Where the Light of Na- 
ture had been totally diſregarded, and almoſt 
quite extinguiſhed, What reaſonable Proſpect 
was there, that the Goſpel would meet with 
Ekinller Treatment? You may probably argue, 
that this Blindneſs rendered them fitter Objects 
of the Divine Care and Compaſſion ; but you 
will find it extremely difficult to ſhew, how the 
Abuſe and Contempt of one Law can be con- 
| fidered and urged as an Argument, why the 
Law-giver ſhould propoſe another. If further 
Light ſhould have been afforded, and ſhould have 
been treated in the ſame contemptuous Manner, 
you fee a plain Reaſon why, for the Sake of 
the Perſons who are ſuppoſed to want it, it 
ſhould 
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hould not have been granted. It cannot, L 
think, be reaſonably doubted, but that the greater

When proper Evidence, and fuch as is fitted 
to convince reaſonable Beings, is laid before us; it 
is to no Purpoſe to object or complain, that other 
Nations enjoyed greater. Suppoſing the Ob- 
ection to be true; if we have Evidence enough, 
Providence has no Concern with our wanton 


Demands. There muſt be Room left for In- 


genuity and Choice: There was plainly no In- 
tention to force the Chriſtian Revelation upon 


any Man; for, if there had, the fame Power 
that ſupported it, could have obliged all to re- 
ceive it. Miracles were deſigned to facilitate, 
not to conſtrain, our Aſſent; to raiſe and engage 
our Attention, which is apt to flag under ſerious 
and Religious Enquiries; and then to lead us 
into a juſt Eſteem and firm Belief of thoſe 
Truths, which are ſupported and recommended 
by a Divine Power. Our Lord, as we are in- 
formed, did not many mighty Works in his own 
Country; and the Reaſon affigned is their Un- 
belief : Stubborn Prejudices, and wilful Blind- 
neſs, ſhut out the Divine Goodneſs and Com- 
paſſion.

Accordingly we 
ind, that the Chriſtians were numerous in every 
Part of the known World in the Firſt Century : 
The Labours and Succeſs of St. Paul alone were 
ſurprizingly great: The Act, of the Apoſtles and 
their Epiſtles give us a large of their un- 
wearied Diligence in ſpreading the Notices of 


the Goſpel : And Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory informs 


us, that there was the ſame Zeal and Applica- 
ton in thoſe holy Perſons who ſucceeded them, 
and that, in Conſequence of this Zeal and Ap- 
plication, whole Nations and Countries were 
converted to the Knowledge of Chriſt Jeſus *. 

It ſeems therefore reaſonable to conclude 
from theſe Accounts, that by far the greater

have not believed, and 
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Vvuoifited by this Light: And as to thoſe Parts, 
which have been ſince diſcovered, and ſtill we 
have Reafon to believe, /i* in Darkneſs, their 
Time of Refreſhing will, I make no Doubt, come, 
when that Part of the Scheme of Providence, 
relating to them, is to be carried into Execution. 
The whole Plan of Providence is the Work of 
Ages, and every Age has its Part to act. 

It is, I apprehend, no ſufficient Objection, 
that what has been urged with reſpect to the 
Apoſtles and Furſt Preachers, does not appear 
probable from the preſent Face of Things ; that 
it is extremely hard to conceive how they could 
do ſo much in propagating Chriſtianity, when 
ſo much ſtill remains to be done. In Anſwer to 
this I would obſerve, that if in any Parts of the 
known World, when the Goſpel was _ 
preached, there are now no Remains of it, it 
was, for any Evidence we can produce to the 
Contrary, at firſt rejected. The Perſons, to 
whom it was propoſed, might be too proud and 
ſenſual to embrace it. Some probably at firſt 
received it gladly ; but, for Want of Firmneſs and 
Conſtancy of Mind, or from ſome wrong Bent 
and Attachment, the Seed could take no deep 
or laſting Root. It ſhould always be remem- 
bered, that the Reception and Succeſs of Chri- 
PISS muſt, in the laſt Reſult, depend upon 
the Temper and Diſpoſition of thoſe Minds, to

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_ 
which it js propoſed, unleſs you would have 
theſe over-ruled by an Act of —_ to which 
there are inſuperable Objections. So likewiſe, 
when Men have once received it, the Benefits 
and Advantages, and even Continuance of it 
among them, muſt depend greatly upon their 
Behaviour towards it. If they neglect or deſpiſe 
it, it may be loſt or taken away, as the Conſe- 
quence or Puniſhment of their own Perverſeneſs 
and Ingratitude. 

In * Pliny the Younger .and + E ertullian's 
Time the Chriſtians were grown ſo conſiderable 
in Point of Number, as to be thought for- 
midable ; and Chriſtianity went on increafing 
and triumphing, till Ignorance and Superſtition 
ſtopt its Progreſs, by corrupting its Purity, and 
defacing its Amiableneſs, in the moſt ſhameful 
Manner. | 3 
| In ſeveral Centuries an unavoidable Stop was 

put to the Propagation of Pure Chriſtianity, by 
the Ignorance and Superſtition, which almoſt 
univerſally prevailed. Some of theſe Centuries 
' have been ſo barren, that all uſeful and valuable 
Knowledge of every Kind has been at a Stand ; 
and the only Progreſs that was made, was made, 
if I may ſpeak, in a Deflection from Reaſon 
and good Senſe, and real Picty. There was an

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Inundation of Barbariſm broke in upon us in 
the Fifth and Sixth Centuries ; and in the Ninth 
and Tenth, and ſome ſubſequent ones, the 
Proſpect was very melancholy : But upon the 
Improvement of Arts and Sciences, the Reviyal 
of Learning, which had been buried under Po- 
piſh Darkneſs ; and by the Diſcoveries made by 
Navigation and Commerce in the formerly un- 
known Parts of the World, the happy Means of 
advancing and enlarging the Kingdom of Chriſt 
are miniſter d to us abundantly. 

Learning revived in the Fifteenth Century, and 
we reformed from Popery in the Sixteenth. It was 
Learning that firſt brought about the Reforma- 
tion, and has ever fince defended it. Theſe arc 
Era's that can never be forgotten, as they have 
greatly facilitated the Progreſs of the Goſpel, in 
its natural Simplicity, in its genuine Purity. 
But whatever Steps have been hitherto taken, 
or ſhall hereafter be taken in propagating the 
True Knowledge of Chriſt, the Promiſe, relating 
to the Gentiles, will certainly, in God's own 
Time, be made good. Wiſe and inquiſitive 
Men are apt to pleaſe themſelves in tracing ſome 
of the previous Steps to this intereſting Diſpen- 
ſation. The Diſcoveries which have been made 
of new Countries, the great Improvements in 


the Art of Navigation, and the unwearied En- 
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Fulneſs of the Bleſſings ; of the Goſpel of Peace into 
the new World, into the Plantations and Colo- 


nies in America and the Weſt-Indres, ſeem to 
them, in their pious and humble Enquiries, to 
lead to this happy Concluſion. 7 

And there can be no reaſonable Doubt, but 
that a Time will likewiſe come, when God will 
have Mercy on his ancient People *. 

When not only the Fulneſs of the Gentiles ſhall 
come in, but when all Iſrael ſhall be ſaved. When, 
in the Language of the Prophet, He ſhall cauſe 
them that come of Jacob to take Root, when Iſrael 
ſeall bloſſom and bud. When all ſhall embrace 3. xvi. 
that Goſpel of Chriſt, of which we ſeem at © 
preſent to be weary, if not aſhamed, 3 
and Tranſport. 

Then ball the Righteous flouriſh, and Abun- 
dance of Peace be as long as the Morn endureth : 
He ſhall have Dominion from Sea to Sea; from 
the River to the Ends of the Earth : They that 
dwell in the Wilderneſs ſhall bow before Him, and 
bis Enemies ſhall lick the Duft ; yea, all Kings 
ſhall fall down before Him; all Nations ſhall ſerve 
Him ! The preſent Scene of Vice and Miſery 
cannot be laſting ! 5

And as we have greater Opportunities than other

ſent Age, which is ſo juſtly diſtinguiſhed for 
its compaſſionate Regard to the Temporal Wants 
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Theſe Contemplations at the ſame Time en en- 
large and relieve our Minds: They enable us to 
ſee through the Diſorder and Confuſion which 
now prevail, and they in ſome Sort anticipate 
thoſe happy Times, when God's Way will be 
fully known upon Earth, his ſaving Health among 
all Nations; when the Kingdoms of this World ſhall 
become the Kingdoms of our Lora, and of bis Chrif, 
and be ſhall reign for ever and ever. _ 

All this will certainly come to pals, in Gods 


Chriſtianity is now left to human Means, it is 
doubtleſs our Duty to be as inſtrumental as we 


Proteſtant Powers, by Means of our extenſive 


tion affords an additional Obligation. Indeed 
it would be ſtrangely inconfiſtent, if the pre- 


and Diſtreſſes of Mankind, ſhould betray an 


Indifference and Unconcernedneſs for their Eter- 


nal Welfare. 
But if we would effectually promote and 


ſerve Chriſtianity, let us in the firſt Place live 
like Chriſtians : A Life and Conduct, form d 
upon Chriſtian Principles, will ever be amiable, 


and 
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and will draw all Men unto it. Above all, it 
concerns thoſe, who are ſent on this Miffion, to 
take heed to tbemſelves, and to their Doctrine, gi- 
ding no Offence in any Thing. As to their Learn- 
ing and Capacities, it is by no Means neceffary, 
that they ſhould be great or uncommon. Per- 
ſons of plain Underſtandings and good Lives 
may undoubtedly do conſiderable Service. Men 
of great Abilities are more wanted to defend the 
Chriſtian Religion, than to teach it ; and the 
Want of ſuch Abilities to defend it, ariſes more 
from the Perverſeneſs and Subtilty of its Adver- 
faries, than from any real Difficulty in that Reli- 
gion, as it was originally propoſed to Mankind. 
It was one of our Lord's Firff Inſtructions to his 
* to let their Light ſo ſhine before Men, 

that they might fee their good Works, and glorify 
their Father in Heaven. And He all along pro- 
poſes the greateſt Advantages to His Religion, 
from the Simplicity and Innocency of their Lives, 
who taught and recommended it. 

They therefore, who are leſs able to ſerve 
Chriſtianity by their Pens, may, as I have juſt 
hinted, do it ſignal Service by their Lives ; and, 
provided they are well inſtructed in the great 


Evidences for their Religion, and have Prudence 


enough not to be drawn off, and diverted from 
theſe, into Points of more Intricacy, but leſs 
Moment will always be ready to give an An- 
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ſwer to every Man of the Hope that is in them, 
But an exemplary and unblameable Life muſt 
on no Account be diſpenſed with, and therefore 
here the Care of the Society always has been, and 
I truſt always will be, moſt attentive and watch- 
ful. h 

1 muſt not weary your Patience, and will 
therefore add only a few Words more. In all 
our Endeavours to propagate the Golpel of Chriſt, 
let the Meekne/s and Gentlenejs of Chrift have 
their due and proper Influence : Let us avoid 
all Force, and Violence, and Cruelty, and re- 
member always, that 'True Chriſtianity ſoftens as 
well as purifies the Heart. Theſe unnatural 
Means have greatly retarded its Progreſs, and 
left bad Impreſſions of Chriſtianity itſelf. The 
Way therefore is to reaſon as Men, and to be- 
feech as Chriſtians ; to expreſs all that Concern 
and Compaſhon for thoſe who fit in Darkneſs, 
which their Caſe really deſerves; and with «// 
Forbearance and Long-ſuffering, to guide their 
Feet into the Way of Peace. And may God give 


Succeſs to our Endeavours, for the Sake of Jeſus

This Society was compoſed by the Charter of 
the Chief Prelates and Dignitaries of the Church, 
and of ſeveral other Lords, and eminent Perſons 
in the State, with a Power to elect ſuch others to 
'be Members of the Corporation, as they, or the 
major Part of them, ſhould think beneficial to 
their charitable Deſigns ; and they immediately 
applied themſelves with great Zeal and Alacrity 
to the good Work ; and after adjuſting Prelimi- 

naries in the Choice of Officers, and ſettling 
ſtanding Orders and Rules for their more regu- 
lar Proceeding, they ſubſcribed every one of them 
according to their ſeveral Ranks and Diſpoſitions, 
an Annual Sum to be paid to their Treaſurer for 


the general Uſes of the Society ; and choſe new 


Members, and gave out Deputations, according 
to the Powers in the Charter, to receive and col- 
le& the Donations of all charitable and well- 
diſpoſed Perſons towards this moſt pious De- 
fign : And through an eſpecial Bleſſing this Work 
of the Lord bath hitherto proſpered in their Hands.

Setlers, and he promiſes to do his Duty among 
them according to his beſt Abilities: He offi- 
ciated for the firſt Time, on the gth of September, 
to the French and $w:/s Settlers, who ſpeak the 
French Language; but there was a great Want of 
our Common. - Prayer Books in that Tongue 
among them, which he requeſts the Society ta 
be ſo good as to ſupply : To which the Society 
hath conſented, and directed an hundred of our 


Common-Prayer Books, and a Number of pro- 
per ſmall Tracts in French, to be ſent to Mr. | 
Moreau with all convenient Speed, for the Uſe 4 
and Benefit of his Congregation ; the Lords | 
Commiſſioners for Trade and Plantations having 
ſent them, ſome Time ago, a large Number of 
French Bibles. Likewiſe this Society, in Con- 
junction with the Society for promoting Chriſtian 
Knowledge, ſent to Mr. Tutty, in the Beginning 
of laſt Summer, 500 Engliſh Bibles and Com- 
mon-Prayer Books, with other good Books, to

Books, to uſe his Expreſſion, came fafe and 
very ſeaſonably to Hand; together with a Box 
of very uſeful Books from the Reverend Dr.

New-England. 


The Society's Miſſionaries in this Province 

roceed very ſucceſsfully, and new Churches are 
building in ſeveral Parts of it: But the Church 
of Newport in Rhode Jſland hath ſuſtained a very 
great Loſs by the Death of their late worthy 
Paſtor Mr. James Honyman, who departed this 
Life there on the 2d of July laſt, after a Life 
well ſpent in promoting true Religion and Vir- 
tue, to a very advanced Age; he having been 
upwards of 40 Years in the Service of the So- 
ciety; and by their Support done great Service 


to the Cauſe of Religion, of which the Church 
gathered at Newport by his pious Labours is a 


very good, and, it is to be hoped, by their 
Perſeverance in the Paths of Righteouſneſs and 
Truth, will prove a laſting Monument. The 
Reverend Mr. Beach, the Society's Miſſionary at 
Reading, by his Letter dated April 9, 1750, in- 
forms the Society, that he had baptized in the 
preceding half Year 59 Perſons, five of whom 
were Adults, and ſome few Indian Children; 


and his Congregations increaſe in Number, 


Knowledge and Virtue. The Reverend Mr. 


Thomſon, the Society's Miſſionary at Scituate, re- 


turns Thanks to the Society for a Folio Bible 
and 
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ind Common Prayer Book beſtowed by them on 
the Church of Mar/kfield ; and writes, on the 
23d of April 1750, that his Congregations at 
Scituate and Marſhfield are regular, and atten- 
tive; and as he is the only Miſſionary in Old 
Plymouth Colony, he hath frequent Invitations 
to officiate in it, which he gladly accepts of ; and 
there being ſeveral little Tribes of Indians in that 
Country, he will uſe his utmoſt Endeavours to 
be ſerviceable to them alſo. The Reverend Mr. 
Dibble, the Society's Miſſionary at Stanford, 
writes on March 26, 1750, that as the Intereſt 
of Religion is the great End of his Appoint- 
ment, he hath the Pleaſure to inform the So- 
ciety, that his Labours are attended with viſible 
Succeſs in each Part of his extenſive Miſſion, as 
appears from the Attendance on the publick 
Worſhip, and the Converts to it. He had a 
rery numerous Audience on Chr:i/imas-day, and 
many Diſſenters among them, ſome of whom 
declared they never ſaw a more regular or better 
order d Chriſtian Aſſembly. The Reverend Mr. 
Browne, the Society's Miſſionary at Portſmouth 
n New Hampſhire, having obtained the Society's 
Leave to come for England for a ſhort Time, on 
bis private Affairs, Benning Wentworth, Eſq; 
the worthy Governour of that Province, ac- 
quaints the Society, by his Letter dated Auguſt 
17, 1750, that he ſhould not do Mr. Browne 
Juſtice without letting the Society know, that 
Mr. Browne's Conduct in his Station hath been 
without Exception ; and that beſides his conſtant 
Attendance on his Duty in his Pariſh, he had

Ihe Reverend Mr. Auchmuty, the Society's 
Catechiſt to the Negroes in the City of New 
York, acquaints the Society, by his Letter of 
Oct. 2, 1750, that in the preceding half Year 
he had baptized 25 Negroe Infants, and eight 
Adults, whom he had previouſly inſtructed; 
and he obſerves with Pleaſure, that the Maſters 
of the Negroes are becoming more defirous than 
they uſed to be of having them inſtructed in 
the Principles of Chriſtianity, inſomuch that 
the Number of his Black Catechumens daily 
increaſes, and he hopes, through the Divine 
Bleſſing, to be the Means of adding at leaft 

ſome few Souls to Chriſt. 3 
The Reverend Mr. Ogilvie, the Society's Miſ- 
fionary at Albany and to the Mobock Indians, 
writes from Albany on the 27th of July 1750, 
: that

* permit, he left New York, and got to Albany on 
© Wl the iſt of March 1749 ; and he was very kindly 
ral received by the Commanding Officer of Fort 
— Frederick, and by the chief Perſons of the Place, 


6 the Inhabitants of which were much diminiſhed 
* by the Removal of many Engliſb Families in the 
late War to New York ; but however, the Num- 
ber of his Auditors on Sundays far exceeded his 
Expectations. Beſides reading Prayers and 
Preaching twice on Sundays, he read Prayers 
and catechized on Wedneſdays near 50 White 
Children ; and, as many Negroes appeared de- 
ſirous of Inſtruction, he catechized them on 
Sundays in the Afternoon after Divine Service, 
till on the 5th of June he went up to the In- 4 
dians with the Interpreter of the Province ; and 
he was met by two of the principal Sachems, 
who congratulated him on his Arrival, and ex- 
preſſed great Thankfulneſs to the Society for 
{ending him to them; and they promifed to 
uſe their beſt Endeavours to influence the In- 
lians to be attentive to his Inſtructions, and to f 
do all in their Power to make his Life agree- 1 
able. The Mobochs are very much decreaſed in | 
Number within a few Years paſt : The Caſtle 
at Fort Hunter conſiſted only of 204, and the 
Upper Caſtle of 214. This Decreaſe is chiefly 
owing to the Numbers which are gone over to 
Kid. the French Intereſt, and ſettled in their Terri- 
ins I ries. Mr. Ogilvie preached to the Indians 
| <0, twice every Sunday, by the Help of an Inter- 
bat Preter, and read moſt of the Liturgy to them 

himſelf 
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himſelf in their Language, beſides preaching 
twice to the Garriſon ; and on Sunday the 24th 
of June he adminiſtred the Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper to 13 Indians, who behaved very 
regularly, and appeared to have a Senſe of Re- 
ligion upon their Minds, while too many others 
are ſo far degenerated into Drunkards, that his 
chief Hopes are placed on the riſing Generation, 
the Children being univerſally diſpoſed to learn ; 
and if he can lay a good Foundation among 
them, the Converſion of the Indians will be 
much facilitated to ſucceeding Miſſionaries; and 
a good School-maſter will do good Service 
among them, the Children hitherto having had 
no Inſtruction, but the little they receive from 
their Parents; ſo that many of them are not 
able to read, and few of them underſtand 
Engliſh ; and therefore to help to remedy this 
Evil, and to help forward their Inſtruction, the 
Society hath appointed Petrus Paulus, the Son 
of the Sachem Abraham, to be their School- 
maſter to the young Indians, under the Direction 
of Mr. Ogilvie. This Sachem Abraham, a good

during the late War, and his Son Petrus Paulus 
taught the Children to read : In Return for 
which good Offices, the Society hath given the 
Father a Gratuity, and taken the Son into their

Alſo the Society hath the Satisfaction to be 
well informed, that their other Miſſionaries, 
Catechiſts and School-maſters in this Province 
behave well, and go on ſucceſsfully in their ſe-

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New Jerſey. 


The Reverend Mr. Wood, whom the Society 
in the laſt Year appointed their Miſſionary to the 
Churches of New Brunſwick and El:zabeth 
Town, hath been ſome Time arrived, and is very 
fully employed, inſomuch that upon the earneſt 
Petition of the Inhabitants of Elizabeth Town, 
to whom Mr. Wood's Duty at New Brunſwick 
will it him to officiate only every fourth 
Sunday, the Society hath conſented to appoint 
Mr. Chandler, who is at preſent their Catechiſt, 
and much approved of by them, to be their Miſ- 
ſionary at Elizabeth Town, if, upon his Arrival 
in England, he ſhall be found worthy to be or- 
dained a Deacon and Prieſt in our Church. 

The Reverend Mr. Browne, the Society's Miſ- 
fionary at Newark, acquaints the Society, by his 
Letter of Nov. 1, 1750, that it was then a Time 
of great Rejoycing in his Pariſh, on the Account 
of their having finiſhed their fine new Church; 
and of their having obtained a good Glebe and Par- 
ſonage Houle for their Miſſionary, chiefly through 
the Bounty of Colonel Peter Schuyler, a Name 
very deſervedly in high Eſteem among them. 

The Reverend Mr. Thompſon, who reſigned a 
Fellowſhip in Chr:/t College in Cambridge, out 
of pure Zeal to become a Miſſionary in the 
Cauſe of Chriſt, and hath done great Service to 
it for more than five Years paſt by his pious 
Labours in this Province, as the Society's Miſ- 
ſionary in Monmouth County, hath taken a Reſo-

and ſerve him in Guinea: He 
doth not expect but to fare hardly enough, as

pleaſed to allow him a Salary 
appropriated for the - Converſion of Negroes, 
with the Title of their Miſſionary for ſuch a 
Time, and in ſuch a Proportion, as they ſhall 
think fit. In the ordinary Way, he owns, one 
Labourer can do but little, nor doth he promiſe 
to himſelf a great Effect from the utmoſt of his 
Diligence ; yet God is able to make a large Tree 
ſpring from one poor Grain of Seed; and he 


would be 
out of their Fund 


humbly hopes, that God will bleſs the Labours 
of him the meaneſt of his Servants. If ever a 


Church of Chriſt is founded among the Negroes, 
ſome Body muſt lay the firſt Stone; and ſhould 
it happen that he is prevented in this Intention, 
God only knows how long it may be agaih, be- 
tore any other Perſon will take the ſame Reſo- 
lution ; and for theſe Reaſons Mr. Thompſon is 
determined on this pious Attempt, in which the 
Society eſteem themſelves bound in Duty to 
aſſiſt him, and have appointed him a Salary of 
70 |. per Annum out of the Fund for the Con- 
verſion of Negroes, though that Fund, which 
conſiſts only of 3000 J. Old South-Sea Annuity 
Stock, was before already burthened with the 
Payment of 95 J. per Annum to three Catechiſts, 
in a firm Reliance on the good Providence of 
God, whoſe Grace is abundantly ſufficient to

The Reverend Mr. Sturgeon, the Society's Ca- 
techiſt to the Negroes in the City of Philadel. 
pbia, acquaints the Society, by his Letter of the 
26th of July 1750, that the Number of his 
Negroe Catechumens increaſes conſiderably, and 


they make a Progreſs in the Knowledge of Re- 
ligion, moſt of them being able to rehearſe the 


Church Catechiſm, and a good Part of Lewis's 
Expoſition of it. Alſo Mr. Sturgeon catechiſes 
on Fridays as many White Children and Servants 


as will attend; and as there is great Want of 


more Miſſionaries in this very populous and ex- 
tenſive Province, Mr. Sturgeon, in the Summer, 
went and preached to a large Congregation in 
Lancaſter County, and baptized 30 Children. 


The Reverend Mr. Reading, the Society's Miſ- 


ſionary at Apeguiniminꝶ in this Province, writes 
in his Letter of June 25, 1750, that he had 
baptized, from the 3oth of September 1749, one 
White Adult, after proper Inſtruction, and 87 


Children, 19 of whom were Negroes ; and the 


Stedfaſtneſs and good Order of his Congregations 
in the publick Duties of Religion furniſh abun- 
dant Reaſons for Thankfulneſs to the Divine 
Goodneſs for crowning his Labours with ſome 
Degree of Succeſs. And it having pleaſed God 
to take to himſelf the Reverend Mr. Backhouſe, 


the Society's worthy Miſſionary at Cheſter in this 


Province, 
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Province, after a Life painfully ſpent in the 
Propagation of the Goſpel, the Society hath 
thought proper to remove the Reverend Mr. 
Thompſon their Miſſionary at Salem in New Jerſey 
to this Church, where they hope he will be 


more uſefully employed. 


North Carolina. 


The Reverend Mr. Hall, the Society's Itinerant 
Miſſionary in the Northern Parts of this Pro- 
vince, takes very extraordinary Pains in his 
Miſſion, having only in one Circuit, in the latter 
End of laſt Summer, in the Compaſs of thres 
Weeks, officiated to 16 Congregations, and 


baptized 217 White, and 17 Black Children; 
and the Number of Perſons baptized by Mr. 


Hall, from his Arrival as Miſſionary there, on 
the 29th of November 1744, to the 15th of Oc- 
tober 17 50, amounts to 5066. No Letter hath 


reached the Society from the Reverend Mr. Meir
